by concerned parties in 
Wilmington. Dedicated opposition 
could extend the commencement 
of construction of both these 
projects considerably.” 

It was in the light of further 
delays, of possible federal cut- 
backs, and increased costs, the 
letter said, that caused Berkshire 
to find that it was impossible to 
further pursue either of the 
projects, and to withdraw from 
further development activities in 
Wilmington.

Murder suspect found 
dead in Billerica 


Death by suicide of a Billerica 
man has changed but not closed a 


Wilmington murder —_ in- 
vestigation. 

Wilmington Police Chief Bobby 
Stewart said that Anthony 


Guarino was the prime suspect 
but not the only suspect in the 
death of David Donahue. 
Donahue died in a fire last 


/ December 18 on Dorchester 


Avenue, near the Wilmington - 
Billerica line. The fire, ruled as 
arson, broke out in a converted 
summer camp after a fight 
amoung a large number of 
people. As police and firemen 
approached the scene of the fire, 
they met several vehicles 
leaving. Donahue’s body was 
found after the fire was ex- 


During a recent cornors’s 
inquest,. several witnesses were 
called, including Guarino. 


Guarino’s body was found next 
to a tree along a path near the 
Shawsheer’ River in Billerica. 
The body was found by a jogger 
on Tuesday evening last week. A 
30-30 rifle was found next to the 
body. The medical examiner 
pronounced the cause of death as 
@ gunshot wound to the neck, 
which appeared to be self - in- 
flicted.

Dr. Henry Hiller’s medicine 


There are persons who say that 
the medicine sold by Dr. Henry 
Hiller was merely a “quack” 
medicine - a nostrum. Many such 
medicines were sold in the days 
after the Civil War. The main 
ingredient was a liberal per- 
centage of alcohol. 

Travelling ‘Indian’ shows sold 
such medicine. “Kickapoo” In- 
dians would come to Wilmington 
from time to time and hire Ames 
Hall to sell their medicines. 
According to accounts they put on 
a good show. Good show or not, 
Wilmington was a “prohibition” 
town, and there were some people 
who appreciated that kind of 
medicine. 

The medicine sold by Dr. Henry 
Hiller contained absolutely no 
alcohol, It was for the purpose of 
alleviating the symptoms of a 
certain disease. Alcohol made 
things worse for people who had 
the affliction. 

The main ingredient in Dr. 
Hiller's medicine was Balsam of 
Copaiba. Copaiba grows in Peru 
and other parts of South America. 
It reduced inflamed tissues in the 
body. Perhaps it also killed the 
germs which inflamed those 
tissues. If not there was another 
ingredient in Dr. Hiller's 
medicine which did that thing. 

Dr, Hiller's medicine did what 
it was advertised to do. The only 
complaint the public could have 
made was that of cost - six bottles 
for $5. The medicine would have 
made money for the doctor if he 
had charged only half what he 
did. No one complained, least of 
all the doctor. 

There is a story that Dr, Hiller 
employed eight physicians in his 
Boston laboratory, Perhaps there 
was a need, unknown today for 
those physicians. 

They certainly were not needed 
to mix the medicine. Any group of 
people, supervised by a chemist 
or pharmacist could have done 
that. 

In his own way Dr. Hiller was a 
good showman. Perhaps, in his 
imagination, he promoted the 
status of the people who were 
working for him to that of 
physician. Perhaps too, the 
people who were writing of him 
and France Hiller did that 
promotion. 

Otis Buck, in the 1880s, lived in 
that triangle of land which is 
bounded by the present Church 
Street, Middlesex Avenue and 
Adams Street. He was a nephew 
of Benjamin Buck, he who had 
given the Congregational Church 
its parsonage. 

Benjamin had made his money 
in the growing of hops. Otis made 
his in the butchering trade. There 
were Wilmington men who went 
daily to Boston suburbs to sell 
beef from a wagon. It was a good 
business, in that time before the 
advent of refrigeration. 

The barn where Otis did his 
butchering was at the corner of

Church Street and Adams Street. 
His home was at the other end of 
Adams Street, facing Middlesex 
Avenue. 

Itwas (and is) a big home, with 
a number of ovens. The 
family built it. They were bakers. 
Capt. Joseph Bond, after the 
Revolution, had two bakeries in 
Wilmington, one near the 
Congregational parsonage and 
the other near the present site of 
the Baptist Church. It was a 
natural thing for a member of the 
Bond family to put in a lot of 
ovens when he built a home. 

In the early 1880s the town of 
Wilmington observed its 150th 
birthday. The Rev. Daniel Noyes 
of the Congregational Church 
gave two historical addresses on 
two successive Sundays. A great 
part of the town was in at- 
tendance. 

Some of the residents were 
further inspired by these events 
to do something for their town. 
Every other town had a ‘‘com- 
mon” in the center, or near it. 
Why not one for Wilmington? 

Otis decided to give a part of his 
land to, Wilmington, Today it is 
well known - Wilmington Com- 
mon, with a point of land between 
Church Street and Middlesex 
Avenue. That point, in 1730 was 
deemed to be the center of 
Wilmington. He drew up an in- 
strument and deeded the land to 
the town. He prohibited, in that 
instrument, the erection of any 
buildings on the land. 

The town meeting accepted the 
gift, and then decided it was 
necessary to have a Common 
Committee for others might want 
to add to that common, one way 
or another. 

Miss Sabra J, Carter, the 
“Lady who hated Dogs'’ made a 
further contribution. Her gift was 
some settees, so that the ‘‘weary 
traveler” would be able to rest 
himself. 

A flag pole was put up in the 
center, supported by a millstone 
from the ‘Wentworth’ (Pearson) 
mill on Middlesex Avenue. The 
trees were cut in Wilmington. 
There was a main mast and a top 
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mast, as that flagpole was rigged. 
Sometime in the 1920s, it was 
moved to the north end of the 
common. Then later it was taken 
down. 

Dr. Henry Hiller was named a 
member of that Common Com- 
mittee, along with Otis Buck and 
Levi Swain. 

This in turn led to his becoming 
a part of the Cemetery Com- 
mittee. The town was becoming 
aware of the need to expand its 
cemetery 

In 1887 Edward Nichols, the 
undertaker; Henry Sheldon and 
Dr. Henry Hiller became the 
Cemetery Committee and set 
about enlarging that necessary 
part of any community. 

Land was bought from Thomas 
Bond behind the Congregational 
parsonage and from Warren 
Eames, next door, and next door 
to the town hall. The new addition 
did not include the baptisimal 
pond of the old Baptist Church, 
but it did include the land to the 
west of that pond, and to the first 
“‘avenue’’ that meets with 
Wildwood Street. Bond was paid 
$81.72. Eames was paid $13.70. 

‘The town then appropriated 
$300 to improve the cemetery. 

Dr. Henry Hiller, he who had 
declined to serve further after 
three years on the Board of 
Library Trustees, was back in the 
swing of things, in the town 
government. He was still a 
relatively young man, being just 
over 41 years old. 

It can be argued that Otis Buck 
was responsible for Henry Hiller 
becoming again a part of the town 
government. That event led in 
turn to the election of 
Wilmington’s first female town 
official.

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Law school lures 
health center director

Not many people can say they 
helped establish a major 
organization when they were 29, 
but Connie Sprauer can. Sprauer, 
now 35, was instrumental in the 
development and implementation 
of the Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington. Now, six years after 
she began as the facility's 
director, she is leaving to pursue 
a law degree at Boston College. 
Sprauer started her work in 
1976 when the health center was 
still in the planning stages. Her 
job involved trying to figure out 
what the organizational structure 
should be, what the building 
should look like, what type of 
staffing pattens would work best 
for the facility, and what type of 
equipment to use. Sometimes, she 


said, she worked between 60 and 
80 hours a week. 

Once those decisions were 
made, Sprauer spoke at fund 
raisers and began recruting the 
staff, She also had to design a 
system so the health center could 
work smoothly in conjunction 
with Choate Memorial Hospital in 
Woburn, one of the developing 
factors. Her job also included 
getting the necessary permits and 
licenses to open the building. 

Of course, Connie Sprauer 
wasn’t the only person involved in 
establishing the Regional Health 
Center. Ten years before she 
began, the Wilmington Chamber 
of Commerce formed a com- 
munity group designed to develop 
a hospital in town. Known as the 
Regional Hospital Association,

At that time, however, Sprauer 
said, it was difficult to build a 
hospital because the state wasn’t 
giving out any funds for that 
purpose. The idea later evolved to 
develop an ambulatory facility, a 
place that does not require 
hospital beds, but provides out- 
patient and preventive care 
treatment. The community group 
later discovered it could not af- 
ford the cost and asked the Choate 
Hospital to take over the project 

Not only did Choate agree to 
step in, Sprauer said, but also 
allowed the original group to play 
a significant role in what was 
done and who was hired. Today, 
the group has changed its name to 
the Regional Health Center 
Association, but is still involved in 
some of the decisions made at the 
facility. Once a month this 20 
member board holds a meeting 
with the trustees to provide them 
with feedback on what is right 
and wrong with the Health 
Center. The community group is 
always looking for additional 
members, she added. 

A lot has changed since the idea 
of the facility in town was con- 
ceived. When they first opened 
for example, Sprauer said they 
were somewhat disorganized 
Over 100 people, far more than 
expected, showed up the first day 
she said, causing her to im. 
mediately begin recruiting more 
staff. 

The first year was very dif 
ficult, she said. Everything from 
the concept to the equipment was 
new, and a good deal of planning 
was involved to make the whole 
system work together smoothly. 
“Those were hard times for us,” 
she said, “but also the most 
challenging.” 

Another major change occured 
when Choate Memorial merged 
with Symmes Hospital in 
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Arlington over the last year. 
Since that time, aside from 
serving as director of the 


Regional Health Center, Sprauer 
has also become the vice 
president for ambulatory ser- 
vices at Choate-Symmes Health 
Services, Inc. 
Some innovative programs 
have been developed at the 
Regional Health Center. Aside 
from providing services ranging 
from regular check-ups to lab 
tests and emergency treatment 
the Center has also begun health 
classes and lectures, she said 
‘The occupation health program 
is one new idea. This program 
provides specialized staff to deal 
with the problems in business and 
industry, Sprauer explained.

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Expect fish to leap into nets

Sea bream have a fine ‘ear’ for 
music, being particularly fond of 
softly played piano melodies 

But unhappily, this refined 
musical taste is going to lead a lot of 
fish straight to the dinner tables of 
Japan. 

Experiments are under way in 
southern Japan using music for 
“systemized fish management." It 
will be something like a cattle ranch. 
Artificially bred fish will be raised 
for the first few months until it 
becomes a reflex action for them to 
associate certain sounds with food. 

When they are full grown, the 
lilting melody will sound one last 
time. The fish will congregate - only 
to find they. are the food. 

It may not sound very sporting, 
but it is considered essential by both 
government and private industry if 
the fish-loving Japanese are to 
continue to enjoy this dietary staple 
without problems. 

‘The Japanese are concerned about 
the many coastal nations imposing 
200-mile exclusive offshore 
economic zones and about last 
week's global ban on commercial 
whaling. These concerns provide an 
impetus for developing a more 
fational system of fishing close to 


home. 
The Tokyo government 
designated 17 areas 
country where fishing by music 
could eventually be developed 
Current experiments are con- 
centrated on Saki Bay, on the island 
of Kyushu, already a major fish- 
breeding area.

Nishino explains that most breeding 
projects today rely on nets to keep 
the fish in one place. But some types 
of fish don't respond well to the 
enclosed environment. They don’t 
grow as big as they should and their 
flesh isn't so tasty. 

Yet, left to their own devices, most 
fish would disappear into the ocean 
depths. Nishino is convinced that 
“herding them to music is the 
answer, 

The Saki Bay project calls for a 
network of underwater structures. A 
central tower will be manned by 
experts using their eyes and 
ultrasonic acoustic waves to 
measure the size and numbers of 
fish in the farm area 

Three radio towers will emit the 
chosen sound for 30 minutes twice a 
day. Fifteen minutes after the 
performance ends, food will be 
released automatically to what tests 
have shown should be a large 
number of fish docilely queueing up 
for dinner. 

The experiments so far have 
concentrated on sea bream. For the 
first year of their life they tend to 
congregate within half a mile of the 
shore. For the following two years 
they move out to a range of I's 
miles, before suddenly heading out 
to sea. 

Through constant rionitoring by 
the central control tower, fishing 
boats would be directed to the spot to 
catch a good proportion of the fully 
grown fish shortly before they 
perform this disappearing act 

In the first tests, divers went out 
with receivers to check on the ef- 
ficacy of the sound emissions, which 
were found to travel over half a mile 
from the towers. 


‘The musically trained fish had 
been marked for identification, and 
it was found they tended to bring 
along numerous “‘strangers"” when 
they headed for the feeding towers. 

Various tests established the sea 
bream's predilection for piano 
music - a rather low sound in the 200 
to 300 hertz range, played at between 
50 and 60 decibels. 

By comparison, squid, another 


Japanese favorite, respond to 
sounds of 600 to 700 hertz at 15 to 30 
decibels. 

Do the sea bream have any 
favorite piece of music? 


An amused Mitsuaki Kobiki, 
another member of the design team, 
regretfully has to destroy the 
reporter's hopes for a good headline. 
“It doesn’t have to be a melody 
actually. That's just our roman. 
ticism at work. A single tone or 
‘sound could do equally as well. So we 
haven't yet established whether the 
fish like Chopin or Mozart, for 
example.” 

Tomoo Nishino foresees the full 
scale system in use within a few 
years - as well as being exported. He 
explains the advantages it offers: 
“Japanese tastes are changing 
People today want to eat better 
quality fish, rather than, say, sar- 
dine and tuna, which are still 
abundant. So the idea is to 
systematically raise the type of fish 
people want to eat. This will also 
benefit the local fishing industry, 
which can catch all the fish we need 
right close to our own shores.”’ 

He says experiments so far have 
shown that about 30 percent of all the 
fish hatched end up being caught

August perfect time 
to check out Medford CETA 


‘The month of August is the best 
time for local adults and out-of- 
school youth to apply for upcoming 
programs through Medford CETA, 
according to the program's director 
Gloria J. Williams. 

The employment and training 
system has been authorized to 
continue its present operation into 
fiscal year 1983 which begins Oc- 
tober 1. Untij Congress works out the 
details of new legislation, programs 
and services will be planned at a 
funding level consistent with this 
year's. Legislation being reviewed 
at this time would increase that 
funding, but official authorization 
isn't expected until some time into 
the fiscal year. Other changes in the 
system are anticipated at that time 
as well 

“Since we'd prefer not to 
speculate on additional funding 
becoming available in the transition, 
we expect that most of our programs 
will run once and begin soon. We'd 
rather add programs if funding is 
increased than cut back programs if 
it is not,” said Ms, Williams. 

“Applicants should come in im. 
mediately," she emphasized, “'so 
that their eligibility may be deter- 
mined and the interviewing, testing 
and referral procedures may take 
place in time for program start 
dates.” One opportunity being of 
fered, the Individual Referral (IR), 
especially necessitates early ap 
plication to CETA. 

Ms. Williams explains, “An IR is 
simply this: if an eligible individual 
comes to us and would like to attend 
a program at a local school or 
training institute, CETA can pay the 
tuition provided the field of training 
is marketable; the length of the 
program is one year or less, and the 
school is approved on such con- 
sideration as quality training, 
reasonable tuition, and a sufficient 
placement record. This is our way of 
meeting the needs of applicants with 
potential and a serious com

mittment to an area of training 
unavailable through our group 
training program. 

“Of vital importance is the fact 
that most schools beginin September 
and some time is needed to get 
through procedures required by both 
CETA and the individual school. 
Individuals with a specific area of 
training in mind should come in 
immediately.”” 

Among the area of training that 
would be considered for IR are 
health-paramedical; accounting- 
bookkeeping; computer operation 
and repair; and the areas of diesel, 
electrical and heavy equipment 
mechancis to name a few. 

CETA also plans to operate group 
classroom training programs, 
among them clerical with. word 
processing and a bookkeeping- 
cgmputer operation program. 
English As A Second Language and 

High School Equivalency class 
w? also be available. Other areas 
being considered are computer 
repair, drafting and some aspect of 
the health or paramedical field. 

Great emphasis will be placed on 
the On-the-Job Training Program 
(OJT) as well. Under this format, 
individual applicants are matched 
with private sector companies. The 
company hires the individual, trains 
them in the work setting and, under 
contractual agreement with CETA, 
is reimbursed up to 50 percent of the 
employee's salary for up to one 
year. “Ideally, at the end of this 
training period, the company is 
willing to hire the custom-trained 
employee outright,” explains Ms. 
Williams. 

“An OJT can be set up in any 
‘occupation where there's a willing 
employer and a skill that can be 
learned in this manner, It’s a great 
asset for individuals who have some 
experience or training in a given 
type of work. The combination of a 
relative background and salary 
reimbursement is often a great 
incentive especially to local small 
businesses. 

“At any given time, we may have 
several OJT positions available with 
companies and refer interested 
applicants to them. On the other 
hand, if an applicant has a certain 
type of job in mind, we will go out 
and try to develop an OJT for him.” 

While the emphasis of CETA has 
changed over the years from Public 
Service Employment to training for 
private sector work, the transition 
has been a success for the Medford 
office. According to Ms. Williams, 
the program has provided services 
to 1160 local residents in the last 
fiscal year and nine months through 
the current fiscal year. Job 
placement upon completion of 
training has been 76 percent in the 
classroom setting and 74 percent on 
a OJT basis. 

Another CETA program, Job 
Factory, offers assistance in such 
areas as resume writing, in- 
terviewing techniques, job seeking, 
and job leads. New cycles of this 
progran are expected each month 
through the year for applicants who 
have skills and are job-ready. 
Similar assistance is offered to 
participants of other CETA

A weekly allowance is paid to 
participants of all classroom 
programs, “Although the rate is 
currently $3.35 per hour, it will for 
1983 be reduced to $2.50 per hour. It 
is President Reagan's intention to 
eventually eliminate. training 
allowances. Some other CETA of- 
fices in the state will be eliminating 
them in October; others will be 


reduced to $1.50,” explained Ms. 
Williams 
The In-School Youth program, 


offering after-school employment to 
youth 14 to 21 is also expected to run 
again. However, the program will 
not begin until January, and Ms. 
Williams asks that applicants wait 
until November or December to 
apply so that adults and out-of- 
school youth may be processed in 
time for those more immediate 
programs. 

To participate in Medford CETA 
programs, applicants must be 
financially eligible and reside in one 
of the following communities 
Burlington, Everett, Medford, 
Melrose, North Reading, Reading, 
Stoneham, Wakefield, Wilmington, 
Winchester, or Woburn. 

Financially, family income for the 
past six months must fall within 
federal guidelines of economically 
disadvantaged. Handicapped in- 
dividuals may be eligible regardless 
of income. 

Under current legislation, CETA 
services are targeted to the 
following groups: out-of-school 
youth, women, handicapped  in- 
dividuals, limited English-speaking, 
public assistance recipients, of- 
fenders, high school dropouts, 
displaced homemakers, single 
parents, V'etnam-era veterans, 
workers over 55, and minorities. 

Applications may be filed at the 
Medford CETA Office, located in the 
Hancock School Building, 24 Han- 
cock Ave., Medford. For more in- 
formation, contact Linda Rossetti at 
the CETA office.

You can easily go from A to Z in 
Africa, home of the aardwolf and 
zorilla. 

Though its name means “earth 
wolf" in Afrikaans, the aardwolf is 
not related to wolves but is a 
member of the hyena (amily. It uses 
its sticky tongue the way an anteater 
does, licking up termites from the 
ground. It can wolf down about 
40,000 termites in three hours. 

The aardwolt’s jaws and teeth are 
too weak to crush anything but in 
sects. To frighten off other animals. 
it relies on ferocious barks a 
and raises its black and yellow name 
to look larger. Mostly, however, it 
hides in its den

The zorilla, which Fesembles its 
relative the skunk, has a more

Lemurs are primates found only 
on Madagascar and the small neigh: 
boring Comoro Islands. The mouse 
lemur, one of the smallest primates, 
measures only 5 inches long, not 
including its 6-inch tail.

Australia may be the smallest 
continent, but it has more than its 
share of odd mammals. 

Besides such familiar animals as 
the kangaroo and koala, other 
Australian marsupials (pouched 
mammals) include the numbat 
quokka, tammar, and sugar glider 
Unlike most marsupials, a numbat 
has no pouch. Long fur on the 
female’s body protects her off 
spring. Grown-up numbats spend

EGG—LAYING MAMMAL 

Besides the familiar duck-billed 
platypus, the only other egg-laying 
mammal, the echidna, or spiny 
anteater, lives in Australia. The 
female echidna carries a sing 
leathery egg in a pouch that forms 
on her belly at the beginning of the 
breeding season. The egg hatches in 
about 10 days, and the blind, hairless 
offspring — no bigger than a raisin 

sucks milk {rom blands inside the 
pouch. 

On the other side of the world, in 
South America, live very different 
ant eaters armadillos, The 
smallest of all armadillos is the pink 
fairy of Argentina. It weighs only 3 
ounces, compared with a 120-pound 
giant armadilio. The dainty animal 
has a pink shell and soft white hair 
covering its snout. A separate scaly 
disk protects its rear end, serving as 
an armored door to block the en: 


capybara. The pudu is about the size 
of a raccoon and weighs about 20 
pounds. Capybaras look like giant 
long-legged guinea pigs and can 
weigh as much as 110 pounds. With 
their webbed toes, capybaras are 
strong swimmers 

The “National Geographic Book of 
Mammals" describes another 
strange South American rodent, the 
plains vizcacha, an expert digger 
and compulsive junk collector 
dig networks of burrows 
y entrances, and on top of 
s they heap bones, stones, 
branches, lumps of earth, and even 
lost jewelry. The pile on a single 


burrow can fill a wheelbarrow. Only 
vizeachas know the reason for 
collecting 

HOG—NOSED COON 


‘The coati, also known as the hog: 
nosed coon, usually is found in 
dense, wet forests of South America 
and Mexico, but since the beginning 
of the century coatis have moved 
into the southwestern United States. 


wolf. Like the skunk, it has scent 
glands under its bushy tail and can 
spray a strong-smelling fluid at an 
enemy. Zorillas seldom are attacked 
twice by the same animal 

‘The pangolin also has an almost 
sure-fire defense. This inhabitant of 
Africa and southern and 
southeastern Asia looks like a pine 
cone with legs. Tough overlapping 
scales cover most of its stocky body 
When threatened, pangolins curl up 
into hard, scaly balls, It takes a lion, 
or tiger or a human to unroll it. The 
pangolin itself generally eats ants 
termite: 
0 unrelated African mammals 
are great jumpers. The bush baby, a 
wide-eyed, big-eared primate. 
seems to fly among trees as it leaps 
as far as 15 feet from branch to 
branch. The desert jerboa, a rodent 
also found in Asia, looks like a tiny 
kangaroo. Though it may be only 6 
inches long, a jerboa can leap as far 
as 10 feet. Fear is the principal 
propelling force.

Federal ban on UFFI goes into effect 


A federal ban on the sale and in. 
stallation of a type of insulation 
known as urea formaldehyde foam 
insulation (UFFI) went into effect 
August 10th, the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health (DPH) 
has announced 

The U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission (CPSC), a 
federal agency, voted February 2210 
ban the product because of health 
problems associated with it. The 
CPSC concluded that UFFI 
“presents an“unreasonable risk of 
injury from irritation, sensitization 
and cancer because of the release of 
formaldehyde gas {rom the product 


after it is installed."" 
UFFI has been banned in

Massachusetts since November of 
1979, when Public Health €om 
missioner Dr. Alfred L. Frechette 
held an extensive public hearing 
concerning the health problems 
associated with the insulation and 
concluded that the product 
Presented an unreasonable risk to 
public health. 

According to Dr. Frechette, the 
federal ban will do a great deal to 
protect people who might have had 
this type of insulation installed in 
their homes, but provides no 
remedies for those who already live 
in homes insulated with the 
material.

already living with urea for 
maldehyde foam and experiencing 
health problems with it," Dr. 
Frechette said. “While the federal 
ban is a major step in the right 
direction, we must now concentrate 
our efforts on providing some relief 
for the estimated 500,000 
homeowners nationwide who 
already have UFF1 in their homes."* 

One year after banning UFFI in 
Massachusetts, DPH issued 
regulations that would have 
required the insulation industry to 
repurchase UFF1 from consumers 
who had experienced health 
problems with it, Approximately 270 
Massachusetts homeowners have 
applied to DPH for repurchase of the 
pFFI in their homes, 


However, the regulations have 
never been implemented because of 
legal actions initiated against DPH 
by a number of UFF1 manufac. 
turers, distributors and installers, 
who have contested DPH’s ban of 
the product as well as the repur- 
chase regulations. 

In January, a state Superior Court 
judge ruled against the Department 
saying that DPH did not have suf 
ficient evidence to justify the ban 
and had not provided enough 
protection for the insulation industry 
in its repurchase regulations. 

DPH is in the process of appealing 
that Superior Court decision to the 
Massachusétts Supreme Judicial 
Court (SJC). The SJC is expected to

hear the case Sometime in October. 

While the case is in litigation, the 
court has allowed Massachusetts’ 
ban of UFF1 to remain in effect 

Dr. Frechette noted that on the 
federal level, DPH has been working 
with Senator Paul E. Tsongas and 
Congressman Silvio O. Conte to 
develop the federal legislation in.

Prevent 
motion 


sickness 


More than at any 
other time of year, 
summer is the season 
for family travel. But 
those long hauls by car, 
boat, or plane can 
wreak havoc on 
travelers who suffer 
from motion sickness 
While adults usually 
know their suscep 
tibility and take 
precautionary 
measures, children 
often do not recognize 
‘oncoming sickness until 
it is too late. 

‘We know that motion 
sickness is triggered by 
an assault on the 
vestibular apparatus of 
the brain,” says Julian 
Pearlman, M.D., senior 
associate in Medicine at 
The Children's Hospital 
Medical Center in 
Boston. “But when that 
assault is, we do not 
know. The brain sends 
the message to the 
stomach that all is not 
well, and nausea and 
vorniting follow 

According to Dr 
Pearlman, children are 
not necessarily more 
prone to motion 
sickness than adults, 
although adults are 
more likely to prevent it 
by getting plenty of 
fresh air, by not reading 
during the trip, or by 
taking medication. “If 
children seem to 
outgrow motion 
sickness,” he says, “it 
could be the result of a 
more mature central 
nervous system. But the 
only real cure is 
prevention, and that’s 
how parents can help.” 

Prevention takes 
many forms, some of 
them quite simple 
Diverting a child's 
attention from the ride 
by playing games or 
singing along with a 
radio often helps. Other 
prescriptions might 
include eating crackers, 
drinking a carbonated 
beverage, or chewing 
gum. , 

More complex 
methods of avoiding 
Motion sickness include 
medication and coun- 
tefacting the laws of 
physics. Why physics? 
Says Dr. Pearlman, 
“sitting near the middle 
of a boat or car, or over 
the wing of a plane, 
centers the rider over 
the axis of the vehicle 
In this position, the body 
adapts better to various 
movements — the yawl 
roll, and pitch of a boat 
for example. Lying 
down with the eyes open 
is another good way to 
‘ground’ oneself."" 

‘Several inexpensive 
medications effectively 
prevent motion 
sickness. “The newest 
and most efficient of 
these,’ says Dr 
Peariman, “is the drug 
scopolamine ad 
ministered in a form 
called transdermal, 
meaning ‘through the 
skin.”
